ASC Professor Richard Parry Teaches 
in Athens: Birthplace of the Olympics 


NATIONAL ENDOW MENT FOR THE HUM. ANITIES SUMMER SEMINAR EXAMINES PLATO’S 


s the Centennial Olympics 
captured the attention of 
world, Richard Parry, Fuller 
Callaway Professor of 
P Beak at Agnes Scott College, and 
a group of academics were contemplat- 
ing intellectual challenge. 

In Delphi stands the statue of a 
young charioteer who has just won the 
race in the games of his ancient Greece. 
Parry and 15 school teachers from 
across the United States were in Delphi 
where they examined the image closely. 
What intrigued the group was the facial 
expression of the winning charioteer, 
making his victory turn around the sta- 
dium. “Although he is victorious, he is 
not triumphal,” explains Parry. “He 
bears his victory with appropriate digni- 
ty, to show that he is not only physical- 
ly a champion, but he is spiritually one 


as well. His characte is as 

important as his physical prowess.” 
Contrasting modern values with 

those of ancient Greece ack 


into light Plato’s issues of character, 
virtue, balance, justice—is at the heart 
of Parry’s summer seminar, “Virtue, 
Happiness and the Common Good in 
Plato’s Republic,” funded by a $65,000 
grant from the National Endowment for 
the Humanities (NEH). 

According to Jean Hughes, NEH 


program specialist with the Summer 
Seminars and Institutes Program for 
School Te: scene this year 750 teachers 
participated; 105 applicants vied for the 
15 spaces in Parry’s course which made it 
among the top three courses in terms of 
respondents. “Over the years, Professor 
Parry has had extremely high reviews. 
He is one of the shining lights in the 
program.” 

“One of the most important issues we 
addressed is that of character in our stu- 
dents,” explains Parry, “both how impor- 
tant character is and how frequently the 
way to inculcate and reinforce character 
in our students is missing.” 

For four years (1986, 1991, 1993, 
1994), this NEH seminar has been 
taught in Atlanta. But this year, because 
of the Olympic Games schedule, Parry 
invited teachers to Greece to enter into a 
dialogue with the text of Plato’s Republic. 

Parry engages participants with a 
series of graduated questions to lead them 
into discussion. At the first level, his 
questions ground the discussion in the 
text itself. From questions about literal 
events in Republic, he turns to questions 
which connect the text with ideas and 
issues from contemporary contexts. “It 
takes a certain amount of imagination to 
make these connections. Obviously, this 
is when the fun begins,” Parry acknowl- 
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edges. He then goes on to explore 
the value of the ideas in the text. 

For instance, in discussing 
Book 1 of the Republic, Parry may 
start with questions about 
Polemarchus’ definition of justice 
and lead to questions about what 
in Socrates’ implicit moral teach- 
ing is a good critique of the posi- 
tion that Polemarchus—or his 
modern-day cousin—espouses? 

“The level of discussion is the 
point of the whole process of 
questioning,” notes Parry. 
“Indeed, while all of the ques- 
tions are of a ae of dialogue 
with the text, this level deserves 
the name most of all because the 
discussants seem to be exchang- 
ing moral opinions with charac- 
ters in the text itself. Discussants 
are judging their own moral ideas 
against those of Plato’s Socrates.” 

“Transforming,” is the way Judith 
Darling describes the experience 
studying the Republic with Parry in the 
context of Greece with side trips to 
places where Plato walked and taught, 
at the Acropolis and the ruins of 
Plato’s academy. “Richard Parry 
orchestrated it all in a way that it 
would optimize what we were 
learning,” she says.

ouise Isaacson Bernard ’46 has 

been honored as a trustee 

emerita of Agnes Scott College.

“I read Greek poetry and spoke with 
Greek people. I walked with them and 
ate what they ate and it helped me to see 
the different ways they live and think,” 
says Darling, chair of the English 
Department at Garner High School in 
Garner, N.C. “This broadened our 
experience.” 

She also appreciates the range of dis- 
ciplines represented in their group. “We 
had two young men who were science 
teachers. We teased one, ‘You may be a 
scientist but you have the heart of a 
humanist.’ When we would get so 
esoteric, he would snap us back with his 
question: ‘What is the importance of all 
of this?” 

The NEH encourages participation 
across disciplines. Parry’s seminar, one of 
50 NEH school teacher courses taught 
around the country this summer, includ- 
ed teachers from the departments of 
English, history, classical languages, 
social studies, science and advanced 
placement—in private institutions and 
public schools. “Generally, the summer 
program for school teachers is invaluable 
in that it helps teachers remember the 
joy of learning,” explains Hughes, “These 
teachers are being taken seriously as 
learners, scholars and thinkers who have 
something important to offer to the 
discussion. You cannot overestimate 
what that does for them.” 

In 1996, the NEH served 1,105 teach- 
ers with 75 seminars. In 1997 NEH 
expects to provide fewer than 25 semi- 
nars due to federal budget cuts. Darling, 
for one, laments that. She has drawn on 
Plato’s allegory of the cave and his view 
of the soul—part appetite, emotion and 
reason. These images, this vocabulary, 
she says, helps students form a crystal 
clear picture of the balance needed in 
their lives. 

“T believe when the teacher moves 
into that classroom, you have a terrific 
responsibility because you are going to 
change the student's perceptions,” says 
Darling, “and if you alter a child’s 
perception well, you make the world a 
better place.”

PRESIDENTS 
COLUMN 


I recently returned from the 
1996 Women Presidents’ 
Summit in Oakland, Calif., and 
from two weeks in Asia. The 
Women Presidents’ Summit was 
the third international confer- 
ence of Women College and 
University Presidents and was 
sponsored by Mills College and 


the American Council of 
Education. More than 100 
women who lead institutions of 
higher learning in the United 
States and abroad met together 
for three days to discuss how we 
can work together to improve 
the status of women and girls 
throughout the world. I was 
delighted to be a part of a group 
that looked beyond the specific 
problems of American women to 
embrace a larger international 
agenda. 

From California, I traveled to 
Beijing and Seoul, updating 
myself on higher education, 
including women’s education, in 
both countries. In both cities I 
met with women who are acade- 
mic leaders in their discipline or 
institution. They are an impres- 
sive group with interests that 
span the Pacific. A highlight of 
the trip was visiting Ewha 
Women’s University in Seoul 
where a friend of mine, Chang 
Sang, had just been named pres- 
ident. Her office was full of 
orchids—a tribute to her new 
position. With over 20,000 stu- 
dents, Ewha is the largest wom- 
en’s university in the world, and 
is ranked at the top of Korea’s 
prestigious private colleges and 


universities. Ewha was founded 
by Methodist missionaries and 
has remained true to its 
Christian heritage. Weekly 
chapel is still required for all 
students, with the president in 
attendance. With a number of 
graduate colleges, ranging from 
theology to engineering, Ewha 
has pioneered the professional 
education of Korean women—a 
difficult task in this still patriar- 
chal society. 

My international summer 
continued when | returned to 
Agnes Scott where | found my 
colleagues busy with prepara- 
tions for the Centennial 
Olympics including a reception 
for a group of athletes from 
Burkina Faso. Of special note is 
our art exhibit from the Jordan 
National Gallery of Fine Arts. 
Titled “The Right to Write,” it 
includes original calligraphic 
works from 17 Arab countries 
and will be on display in Dalton 
Gallery through the middle of 
October. We have H.R.H. 
Princess Wijidan Ali, herself a 
well-known authority on Islamic 
art and curator of the collection, 
to thank for this special oppor- 
tunity. It is her hope, and ours,

She wants to take 
what she’s learned as theory in 
the classroom and implement it 
so that it is viable in real-life sit- 
uations. Consequently, she is 
interested in working in the 
public sector, where she feels she 
can put her education to the

We have much to ~ , 
learn and much to give in our 
multiple international encoun- 
ters.

THE COLLEGE EXCEEDS ITS FUNDRAISING GOAL 


enes Scott College raised $1,125, 289 in its 1995-96 

Annual Fund drive, with a 40 percent participation rate 

among alumnae. Alumnae contributed a total of $764,783, 
a significant increase over the previous two years ($117,000 more 
than the amount raised in 1994-95 and $33,000 more than 1993- 
94.) “I attribute the increase in alumnae giving to support for the 
new president,” says Sarah Cave, director of the Annual Fund. 

While the total amount raised was over $30,000 above the 

established goal of $1,094,125, alumnae participation fell a bit 
short says Anne Curtis Jones ’79, 1995-96 chair of the Annual 
Fund and currently ASC Alumnae Association vice president for 
college advancement. “We’re extremely pleased we met our dollar 
goal, however, we are concerned that we didn’t meet the 45 per- 
cent participation goal. One of the Alumnae Association’s main 
goals is to show a level of support for the College that is more in 
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line with schools we are [compared] to. So, we will be looking 
hard at what needs to be done to improve the response rate among 
alumnae as well as how the Alumnae Association can better sup- 
port other departments of the College.” The Annual Fund goal for 
1996-97 is $1,096,330, with 45 percent alumnae participation.

for Habitat for Humanity Project 


ASC CHAPTER AND DECATUR PRESBYTERIAN PLAN TO CONSTRUCT HABITAT HOUSE NEXT SPRING 


he Agnes Scott 
Campus Chapter of 
Habitat for Humanity 
has had an exciting 
and busy year and has even 
more in store for next year. This 
year included numerous 
Saturday workdays, a Habitat 
Awareness Week on campus and 
the Collegiate Challenge Spring 
Break work trip to Savannah, 
which brought 13 students and 
the Rev. Maxwell McRight ’68, 
college chaplain, together 
with members of the First 
Presbyterian Church to build a 
Habitat house. We accom- 
plished many tasks during that 
week. We helped with jobs like 
finishing a roof, insulating the 
basement and the interior of the 
house, building a storage shed 
and painting the exterior. We 
had to overcome minor chal- 
lenges, like climbing a ladder 
onto the roof and sliding around 
in the mud under the house, but 
those things just didn’t seem to 
matter because we were enjoy- 
ing our work. It was especially 
exciting to see the results of our 
work at the end of each day, 
and we did not have to worry 
about our work being graded! 
We’ve decided to take this 
wonderful experience and recre- 
ate it here. The Agnes Scott 
Campus Chapter of Habitat for 
Humanity will be building a 
house of its own in the spring of 
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1997 with partner Decatur 
Presbyterian Church—a fitting 
match considering the history of 
our College. We will work with 
Habitat Atlanta on a site yet to 
be determined and construction 
will begin on Feb. 15, 1997. We 
hope to complete the house by 
April 15 with eight Saturday 
workdays and the student spring 
break work week. We plan to 
have students, faculty and staff 
at the work site each workday— 
building relationships and com- 
munity, as well as a house. 

Agnes Scott will contribute 
25 percent of the cost of the 
house, a sum of $10,000, and 
approximately 75 percent of the 
volunteer labor totaling over 
1,300 hours. The Agnes Scott 
Habitat House Building 
Committee is collecting pledges 
of money and volunteer time to 
reach these two goals. This com- 
mittee is made up of various 
members of the College: a stu- 
dent, Anne Mitchell ’97; a facul- 
ty member, Harry Wistrand, pro- 
fessor of biology; two staff mem- 
bers, the Rev. Paige McRight 
’68, college chaplain, and Sarah 
Cave, director of the Annual 
Fund; and one alumna yet to be 
named. This group demonstrates 
the scope of participation that 
we hope to see during the 
building of the house. 

The committee is leading the 
pledge campaign through the 
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chaplain’s office, which 
traditionally coordinates all 
campus volunteer efforts. This 
connection will reinforce the 
strong commitment the campus 
community has always had with 
volunteerism. We hope that 
every member of the college 
community will contribute both 
time on the worksite and funds 
to defray building costs. By the 
end of the spring semester, the 
committee had already raised 
over $2,000 and received

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he summer of 1996 brought the 

Centennial Olympics to Atlanta, 

Decatur and Agnes Scott Col- 
lege. For the College this international 
extravaganza concluded a year of transi- 
tion and preparation. Key themes that 
will continue to guide us toward the new 
millennium were clearly established: in- 
ternational connections, local coopera- 
tion, experiential learning, enrollment 
growth, and last, first, and always, aca- 
demic excellence. 

Internationally, our year began in No- 
vember with the renewal of our ex- 
change agreement with Kinjo Gakuin 
University in Nagoya, Japan. During the 
past five years Agnes Scott has sent 41 
students to Japan on the Global Aware- 
ness program, we have received 23 Japa- 
nese students in semester or year-long 
programs, and four ASC faculty and five 
Kinjo Gakuin faculty have participated 
in exchange visits. This year seven Kinjo 
Gakuin students spent the fall semester 
with us and Harry Wistrand, professor of 


biology, visited Japan during the summer. 


We now offer three years of instruction 
in Japanese, which is provided by teach- 
ing assistants arranged through the Ex- 
change: Japan Program. The Kinjo 
Gakuin relationship has provided a 
stimulus for the study of Japan at Agnes 
Scott, and serves as a model for future 
international programs. 

Mexico and India were the destina- 
tions of 23 students who participated in 
our January Global Awareness and Global 
Connections programs. Led by Associate 
Professor of Anthropology Martha Rees, 
the Mexico trip focused on the colonial 
city of Oaxaca. The India trip, led by 
John Carey, professor and acting chair of 
religious studies, focused on India’s reli- 
gions and featured extensive travel, from 
Agra to Bombay to the banks of the 
Ganges River. Visiting professors from 
India, Mani Kamikar, professor of his- 
tory, and P.S. Jacob, professor of religious 
studies, further enhanced Agnes Scott’s 
attention to South Asia, culminating in 
a student-led weekly campus introduction 
to the religious and political thought of 
Mahatma Ghandi—by e-mail! 


For the month in July and August, 
Agnes Scott was the home of hundreds 
of Olympic officials and the preferred 
Olympic practice site for volleyball and 
soccer. Thanks to our dedicated custodial 
staff and hospitable volunteers, our resi- 
dence halls were informally voted the 
“Hilton” of Atlanta Committee for the 
Olympic Games housing facilities. The 
Cultural Olympiad was celebrated in 
grand style through a literary symposium, 
“An International Celebration of South- 
ern Literature” and “The Right to Write,” 
an exhibition of Islamic and Arabic 
contemporary calligraphy from the Na- 
tional Jordanian Gallery of Art, which in- 
cluded its own international symposium. 

The maturation of our January Global 
Awareness inter-semester, the continuity 
of our Japan exchange program, and the 
quality and sophistication of our inter- 
national cultural programs demonstrate a 
college that is ready for further expan- 
sion of its international programs. 


reparing for the Olympics also stimu- 

lated local cooperation in a variety of 
new ways, most notable with the city of 
Decatur. The downtown renewal of 
Decatur has brought new restaurants, an 
expanded MARTA station, renovated 
Square, and streetscape enhancing of 
major roads. Agnes Scott has joined 
Decatur in a variety of projects this 
year—co-hosting Ireland and Burkina 
Faso for the Olympics, providing the 
Amphitheater for Decatur’s spring con- 
cert series, and discussions with the 
Decatur Downtown Development Au- 
thority about improving the corridor be- 
tween Agnes Scott and the MARTA sta- 
tion. This town-grown cooperation has 
not gone unnoticed: The 1996 Princeton 
Review ranked the Atlanta metro area in 
the top 20 American college towns. 

Agnes Scott’s access to Decatur and 
Atlanta gives it an enviable advantage 
—cross-registration at Atlanta’s other 
colleges and universities and experiential 
learning so convenient it is almost taken 
for granted. This year we offered hun- 
dreds of internship opportunities with 
organizations including CNN, Zoo At-

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lanta, the Federal Reserve Board, the 
Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, the Atlanta History Museum and the 
High Museum of Art. Sixty-four students 
took advantage of these internship oppor- 
tunities and 52 students cross-registered 
with no extra charge at Georgia Tech, 
Morehouse, Emory or other member in- 
stitutions of the University Center in 
Georgia. Our Atlanta Semester Program 
premiered this year with a pilot program 
which offered an exciting array of courses 
and internships designed to bring the Col- 
lege and the Atlanta community together 
to study leadership and social change. 

With these programs Agnes Scott is 
beginning to give clear focus to Atlanta 
as a laboratory for the liberal arts. In the 
years ahead experience-based learning 
will become an essential part of an 
Agnes Scott education. 


he success of a college-wide empha- 

sis on enrollment growth is evi- 
denced by the figures: an 86 percent in- 
crease in the class of the year 2000, and 
significantly improved retention for the 
ongoing classes. The college focus has 
changed from the status quo to extraor- 
dinary new opportunities. How do we 
take advantage of these new opportuni- 
ties? As the year ended, we turned to in- 
stitutional planning—for a student body 
of 1000 and a larger faculty by the year 
2001. Strategic planning will address is- 
sues of enhanced growth, curricular de- 
velopment and academic programs. 
Campus planning will include a new 
master plan for the college. The Centen- 
nial Campaign’s residence hall renova- 
tion has been nationally recognized: we 
were rated number one in the nation by 
The 1996 Princeton Review. We now need 
the same attention to our academic fa- 
McCain Library, Campbell Sci- 
ence Hall, and Buttrick classrooms. Our 
campus center needs expanding and up- 
grading, and there are a number of other 
facilities which require attention. 

The pursuit of academic excellence is 
the core of Agnes Scott, for faculty and 
students alike. Dedicated teacher-schol- 
ars continue to lead the way. Their ac- 
complishments, inside and outside the 
campus, are notable. Funding was in- 
creased for travel and faculty develop- 
ment. More than two-thirds of the fac- 
ulty attended academic conferences, usu- 
ally presenting papers or serving as com- 
mentators. Three Agnes Scott faculty — 
received national grants for research and 
teaching: Richard Parry, philosophy; 
Karen Thompson, biology; Linda 
Hodges, chemistry. English professor 
Linda Hubert was named chief faculty 
consultant designate for Advanced 
Placement Literature and Composition 
for the Educational Testing Service. 
Michele Gillespie became the secretary/ 
treasurer of the Southern Association for 
Women Historians and editor of the 
group’s newsletter, bringing the home of 
that journal to Agnes Scott College. 

This kind of active scholarly engage- 


cilities 


ment is essential for teaching excellence, | 
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which must continue to be the 
sine qua non for Agnes Scott fac- 
ulty. That this continues to be the 
case is exemplified again in The 
1996 Princeton Review’s ratings: the 
Agnes Scott faculty’s quality and 
accessibility (as measured by stu- 
dents) ranked in the top 20 of 
310 national liberal arts colleges 
and universities in the nation. 


Fealy commitment is mea- 
sured in the achievements of 
their students. An amazing 
Agnes Scott statistic is that for 
four consecutive years a graduat- 
ing senior has been chosen as a 
Fulbright Scholar, destined for 
Germany. Each has had a Ger- 
man major or minor combined 
with the disciplines of art history, 
international relations, English or 
philosophy—apparently unbeat- 
able combinations. 

With renewed appreciation 
for the quality of this college and 
for faculty, staff, alumnae, 
trustee, student and community 
support, I look forward with new 
confidence to our future. We are 
at the cusp of a new era, and our 
timing is just right. At a time 
when there is grave concern 
about the quality and value of 
undergraduate education, we are 
ready for national attention. 

U.S. News and World Report 
has given us a “best value” rating 
for the academic year just ended, 
ranking us an enviable 12th and 
26th among national liberal arts 
colleges in “tuition discount” 
and “sticker price.” We are also 
named a “best buy” in Money 
Magazine’s top 100. What this 
means is that the ways in which 
we use our financial resources, 
coupled with our competitively 
priced tuition, room and board, 
earn us national recommenda- 
tion. As an example of this, we 
raised our costs by only 3.8 per- 
cent this year'in comparison 
with the national liberal arts col- 
lege average of 5 percent. Asa 


college for women, no longer out 
of fashion, we are addressing 
educational and social needs 
which increasingly occupy the 
American agenda. The Olympic 
aura is still with us and our glo- 
bal education, with its emphasis 
on foreign language and foreign 


experience, is ready to grow. 
More locally, we benefit from 
metropolitan Atlanta, “Agnes 
Scott’s great backyard,” and resi- 
dential Decatur, “hometown to 
the world.” As the century and 
millennium end, there is a hun- 
ger for faith and spiritual ground- 


ing. As we enter the 21st century 
we reaffirm our Presbyterian 
heritage as a community of faith 
and learning which encourages 
religious and interfaith dialogue, 
spiritual commitment and a set 
of core values.

The 
summers before her retirement in 1964 were spent teaching in a 
French summer school at Middlebury College in Vermont. 

The Margaret T. Phythian Fund was established in 1964 by 
ASC trustees and friends to honor her service to the College. 
The fund assists students studying French with special summer 
studies in French; it is usually alterriated with the Chloe Steel 
Scholarship, which is used for the same purpose. Margaret 
Phythian died in May 1993. In December 1995, the College 
received a bequest of $9,673 from Phythian’s estate, designated 
for the Margaret T. Phythian Fund. Her legacy as a professor, 


mentor and friend to students has been reaffirmed.

MARY FRANCES DAVIS 


ary Frances Davis spent her childhood years 
surrounded by her family and the Agnes Scott 


College community. The family had a home on 
Candler Road, where neighbors included the McCains and the 
Alstons. Family meant everything. Her 


older sister, Catherine Louise, was a 


student at the College, and Mary 


Frances recalled that her sister “worked 


so hard and loved Agnes Scott so 


much.” The sisters were devoted to 


each other. 

Catherine Louise, 
who majored in history, 
received her degree 
from ASC in 1927 and 
went on to a career in 
education as a teacher 


and later a principal.

Mary Frances worked for Fannie Mae. Louise earned a master’s 


degree in education from Emory in 1951. She was a consistent 
contributor to the Annual Fund until her death in April of 1985. 
To Mary Frances, the loss of her sister was difficult. As the 


last one in her family, Mary Frances was charged with settling 


the financial affairs of her parents and sister and determining in 


her estate plans what her family would have wished her to do. 


While formulating these plans, she renewed her contact with 


the College, carrying on her sister’s commitment of financial 


support each year; she designated her giving in support of the 


library as she remembered her sister’s hours of study there. Over 


the next years, she discussed with the College’s planned giving 


officers the options for a lasting tribute to her sister. 


Mary Frances notified the College of her final estate plans in 


1994. Mary Frances died in February 1995, leaving two bequests 
from her estate to the College: a gift of $250,000 for the furnish- 
ings and maintenance of the President's Suite, given in memory 
of her sister, Louise, and a gift of $175,000 for the Catherine 
Louise Davis 27 Library Fund, with the income from the fund to 


be used to purchase books with a preference in history. Because 


of Mary Frances Davis’ gift to the College her sister loved so 


well, future students will benefit.

Dot returned to Agnes Scott several times, including a visit 
in January 1965, calling that visit “a highlight” of the year. Dot 
and a former roommate, La Myra Kane Swanson 732 (now 
deceased), paid a call on the students who lived in their old 
room in Main. Dot also attended chapel and toured the campus, 
visiting friends among the staff and faculty. That time on 
campus was also special to her because her niece, Dorothy Gayle 
Grubb (now Gayle Grubb Haas), was also touring the campus to 
decide whether to attend Agnes Scott. To River’s delight, her 
niece became a member of the class of 1969. 

Dot died in April 1994 and Bill in May 1995. They were 
buried in Valdosta beside Rob. In April 1996, the College 
received an unrestricted bequest of $25,000, which Dot and Bill 
had made as a memorial to their son. Dorothy Grubb Rivers was 
intensely proud of her school. She and Bill believed in the 
promise of young people. Their gift to the College is a tribute to 
their lives and to those people they held dear.

Revises its Master 
and Strategic Plans 


UNDER DISCUSSION: EXPANDING THE ACADEMIC PROGRAM AND 


UPGRADING CAMPUS FACILITIES 


y the time the class of 2000 
graduates from Agnes Scott, the 


landscape will be different from 
the aerial version photographed this year. 
Work began this semester on the 
creation of new initiatives that revise 
and integrate the College’s facilities 
master plan with its academic strategic 
plan. With these new strategic directions, 
ASC is shaping its growth with an 
emphasis on academic excellence, 
increased student enrollment and 
renovation and expansion of the 
physical infrastructure of the College. 

“The purpose of these initiatives is to 
make Agnes Scott a premier college for 
women and one of the finest liberal arts 
colleges in the nation,” says President 
Mary Brown Bullock ’66. “We need an 
integrated process: our academic plan 
must lead the campus master plan. 
Among the issues are: how to reach an 
enrollment of 1,000 students; how to 
enhance the academic program; how to 
physically accommodate 1,000 students 
and what physical improvements 
are required.” 

Agnes Scott selected the firm of 
Wallace Roberts & Todd (WRT), an 
international company with expertise in 
campus planning and design of institu- 
tional landmarks, to lead a team of five 
companies in producing a new master 
plan for the College. WRT, based in 
Coral Gables, Fla. with offices in 


Philadelphia, San Francisco and Oxford, 
UK, has completed master plans for some 
25 leading institutions, including Duke 

University, University of California (four 


campuses) and Johns Hopkins University. 


The nationally known architectural firm 
of Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and 
Abbott of Boston is also participating 

in the planning. 

Agnes Scott’s revised master plan will 
include renovation and/or expansion of 
the library, campus center and parking 
areas. Also under discussion are 
expansion of residential options and 
renovation of existing academic facilities. 
Construction and/or renovation is 
expected to begin in 1998. 

“T think it will be very good for Agnes 
Scott to have a physical plant that will 
support its academic plan and help the 
College become a premier institution,” 
says Elsa Pefia, director of the physical 
plant. “It’s an exciting time because the 
College is moving forward to be ready 
for the next century.” 

Strategic initiatives under discussion 
are: enrollment growth to 1,000 students 
by the year 2001, additional faculty posi- 
tions and curriculum review. Rosemary 
Cunningham, associate professor of 
economics and a member of the Strategic 
Planning and Policy Committee, agrees 
that the strategic plan brings a sense of 
excitement to the campus, particularly 
in the classroom. “Additional students

The interaction in the classroom will 
benefit from more people and a variety 
of opinions.” 

The academic focus of the plan also 
includes expanding the College’s 
experiential or experience-based learning 
(which includes internships, collaborative 
research, independent study and study 
abroad), establishing and funding the 
Atlanta Science Center for Women and 
implementing the Connected Learning 
initiatives (language, communication, 
technology, quantitative thinking and 
global learning across the curriculum). 

“With experiential learning, Agnes 
Scott has tried to jump ahead and be in 
the vanguard among colleges and univer- 
sities,” says Ed Sheehey, the Hal and Julia 
T. Smith Chair of Free Enterprise and a 
member of the Strategic Planning and 
Policy Committee. “It’s an attempt to 
create programs that cross departments 
and bring together other ideas and themes 
to the curriculum. Our international 
relations department is already a good 
example of this. It combines 


disciplines—gets students thinking in 
terms of globalization and language and 
[it] represents the new direction the 
College would like to move in. It’s 
thinking beyond campus and preparing 
students for international careers.” 
Open discussions of the new strategic 
directions have been held with members 
of the Agnes Scott community. “Faculty, 
staff and [other] constituencies of the 
College are coming together, giving 
their opinions [about the initiatives] 
from their own perspectives. We have 
been inclusive in the planning. This 


» way everyone has a sense of participat- 


ing in it and has a stake in its outcome,” 
says Cunningham. 

President Bullock recognizes that 
the College has taken on an ambitious 
agenda for the next five years, but she 
adds, “Agnes Scott is rich in physical 
and human resources. We are strategi- 
cally located in metropolitan Atlanta, 
residential Decatur. Moreover, the 
Agnes Scott community is ready for 
this challenge. ’

PRESIDENT’S 
COLUMN 


he “millennial girls,” as 

their Black Cat song 

announced them, arrived 
at Agnes Scott in late August, 
232 strong, and the College will 
never be the same. For the first 
time since 1969, we have an 
enrollment of more than 700 
students (the class of 2000 is 86 
percent larger than the 1995 
first-year class). The millennial 
girls bring the potential of signif- 
icant institutional growth and 
what a difference that is making! 
A new hustle and bustle marks 
the changing of classes, lunch 
lines are now common, Hopkins 
is open and Gaines Auditorium 
was full during opening convoca- 
tion. The first year “Wild 
Things” (their class mascot is 


from the Maurice Sendak book) 
joined the sophomore “Green 
Berets”, junior “Wonder 
Women” and senior “Solid Gold 
Dancers” in a raucous, exuberant 
“celebration of Black Cat and the 
end of orientation. And we all 
rejoiced with them. 

We have set an institutional 
goal of growing to 1,000 students 
and enhancing the academic 
quality of an Agnes Scott educa- 
tion by the year 2001. I am often 
asked: why 1,000 and not the 
750 of the 1960s? There is noth- 
ing magical about 1,000, but 
currently it is considered by most 
educational authorities and fun- 
ders to be the minimum critical 
mass for a first-rate, stand-alone 
liberal arts college. Agnes Scott 
is about academic excellence and 
we must be intellectually viable 
in the 21st century. 

For more than 20 years, 
Agnes Scott has averaged about 
550 students, excluding Year 
Five, M.A.T. and Post-baccalau- 
reate students. Graduates of 
these recent decades and our 
current students remind us of our 
fabulous education, the close 
relationships between students 
and faculty and the sense of fam- 
ily that has enabled us to build a 
multicultural community. During 
an era of increasingly large, 
anonymous high schools, Agnes 
Scott has provided the kind of 
personalized education for which 
many long. Some are concerned 
that if we grow the College, we 


will lose this remarkable sense of 
institutional intimacy. While 
growth will bring change, we 
also believe it will also strength- 
en the Agnes Scott residential 
community and we are commit- 
ted to maintaining an enviable 
student/faculty ratio. 

Ours is an ambitious agenda 
and the campus community has 
been consumed with “strategic 
planning groups” this fall. We do 
not want to grow willy-nilly, but 
seek to shape the direction of our 
future. Physical planning is part 
of this effort to ensure that we 
have the facilities to accommo- 
date a larger student body (and 
their cars!). Our residence halls 
were beautifully restored during 
the College’s centennial celebra-

tion, but our academic facilities 
(especially McCain Library and 
Campbell Science Hall) and 
our campus student center need 
serious attention. Additional 
housing will also be needed. 

By working with Agnes Scott’s 
Alumnae Board, we are 
including alumnae in all our 
planning groups. 

We will keep you informed 
as this planning process contin- 
ues. For this is our College and 
we will all need to work togeth- 
er to fulfill the promise of the 
“millennial girls.”

on Policy Issues Affecting Women 


TARA HOGAN, PRESIDENT BULLOCK JOIN REPRESENTATIVES OF WOMEN’S COLLEGES TO MEET WITH CLINTON’S CABINET 


any valuable 
experiences come 
along with being 
president of Agnes 
Scott’s Student Government 
Association—attending the 
policy summit of the Women’s 
College Coalition (WCC) hap- 
pens to be one of them. WCC 
and Mount Vernon College 
co-sponsored “Priorities for the 
21st Century: Women’s College 
Presidents and Student Leaders 
Develop an Action Agenda for 
the Clinton administration this 
summer.” For the first time, stu- 
dent leaders and the presidents 
of women’s colleges joined 
together to participate in the 
policy summit of the coalition. 
Our task during the two days in 
Washington, D.C., was to 
develop an action agenda on 
women’s leadership for the 
Clinton administration. 
President Mary Brown 
Bullock ’66 and I met in 
Washington, D.C., as represen- 
tatives of Agnes Scott. We had 
an opportunity to speak and 
discuss policy issues with female 


members of President Clinton’s 
cabinet. The group was 
addressed by cabinet members 
such as The Honorable Donna 
Shalala, Betsy Meyers, Carolyn 
Curiel, Elaine Kamarck and 
Maggie Williams. In the more 
informal settings (in the hall- 
ways, on the bus and waiting in 
security lines), I spoke with the 
other student leaders about 
issues that affect our respective 
campuses. It was interesting to 
compare Agnes Scott with 
other women’s colleges around 


the country. 

For the breakfast roundtable 
discussion, President Bullock 
and I were assigned to discuss 
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global societal responsibility 
with Theresa Loar from 
Clinton’s Interagency Council 
on Women. The discussion was 
full of ideas and suggestions. 
Ultimately, we developed 10 
recommendations, including 
outreach from women’s colleges 
on international issues, the 
need for more resources for 
study-abroad opportunities and 
improved preparation of female 
students for their roles in the 
international community. 

The summit culminated 
with the presentation of the 
plan of action to Evelyn S. 
Liebermann, deputy chief of 
staff to the President. The 
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recommendations would then 
be passed on to President 
Clinton. The summit, 
although highly politically 
biased, gave students of wom- 
en’s colleges and their presi- 
dents the opportunity to speak 
with the women who play a 
major role in the policy-mak- 
ing process. It was inspiring to 
see women hold such posi- 
tions. Unfortunately, the 
students had limited time for 
further discussion with the 
cabinet members, but the time 
we did have was well spent. 

I gained a wealth of 
information about the policy- 
making process and realized 
that it is more complicated 
and political than I could have 
imagined. But I went away 
feeling optimistic that one day 
a woman will be in the White 
House; and as I looked at 
the students around me, I 
concluded that I probably met 
her at the policy summit.

CLARE BALDWIN IS HONORED FOR HER COMMUNITY 


INVOLVEMENT 


f life is measured by the good one 

accomplishes, Clare Bedinger 

Baldwin ’44 will not be found lack- 

ing. From her Agnes Scott days as 
an outstanding student to 33 years of 
missionary work in Japan, Baldwin has 
had a full life. Her positive contribu- 
tions continue today in her volunteer 
work around Atlanta. Her volunteerism 
was acknowledged by the The 
Presbytery of Greater Atlanta last May 
when Baldwin and her husband were 
presented with a peacemaking award for 
their efforts overseas. 

Shortly after graduation, Baldwin 
and her husband, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, were married. In 1949, the couple 
moved to Japan where they worked as 
missionaries. At that time, the Japanese 
were “pathetically poor,” the Agnes 
Scott alumna remembers. Baldwin 
taught at Kinjo College (now Kinjo 
Gakuin University) in Nagoya. Kinjo 
Gakuin and Agnes Scott currently 
participate in an exchange program. 

When Baldwin failed her first 


Japanese language 
exam, she drew on her 
Agnes Scott experi- 
ence. “I was devastated; 
I'd never failed a 
college exam. Then 
I thought, ‘If I got 
through Agnes Scott, 
I can get through this.’ 
Going to Agnes Scott 
gave me the confidence 
to try again.” 

When the Baldwins 
returned to the States, 
the couple did not rest on their laurels. 
Working with other parents, they estab- 
lished two Family Initiative Residences. 
The Residences are supportive home 
environments for people with schizo- 
phrenia. Baldwin’s motivation stemmed 
from personal difficulty; her own daugh- 
ter was schizophrenic. Baldwin will hap- 
pily tell you that many residents grow to 


live independently after their time in the 


Residences. With characteristic modesty, 


Baldwin says this accomplishment is the 


one she’s most happy about. 

Her lifetime of caring for others 
continues. The mother of five and 
grandmother of six, Clare volunteers 
at Our House, a day-care center for 
homeless children. Her reward is 
watching toddlers’ faces light up when 
they see her and from being told, “I just 
love your wrinkles!”

COURIE PREMIERES PLAY IN ATLANTA 


s a mathematics major, Laylage 
Courie’s college classes were 
characterized by theories and 


logic. In her senior year, Courie 94 took 
a class that she says changed her life. “I 
started writing at Agnes Scott and studied 
playwriting with Associate Professor 
Dudley Sanders.

The Marshall Collection 


WRITER’S CORRESPONDENCE, MANUSCRIPTS, JOURNALS HOUSED AT AGNES SCOTT 


gnes Scott College 

acquired the collection 

of best-selling author 

Catherine Marshall 
’36, in 1986. Marshall’s books 
have sold over 18 million copies in 
35 languages. Her most popular 
ones were inspired by her marriage 
to Peter Marshall, chaplain of the 
U.S. Senate from 1947 to 1949. 
She edited a collection of his 
sermons, Mr. Jones, Meet the 
Master, and wrote his biography 
A Man Called Peter, two years 
after his death in 1949. Other 
books authored by Marshall 
include Christy, God Loves You, 
and The Unwilling Heart. 
Marshall later married Leonard 
Earle LeSourd, executive editor 
of Guideposts and became editor 
of that magazine. In this inter- 
view, Elizabeth Mulherrin, resource access librarian at ASC’s 
McCain Library, discusses how she and Hillary Ferris 98, an 
English literature/creative writing major, are processing the 
Marshall collection. Mulherrin has a bachelor’s degree in 
history from the University of New Hampshire and a master’s 
degree in library and information science from the University 
of South Carolina. She has worked at the Boston Public and 
Dartmouth College libraries. 


MAIN EvENTs: What is included in the Catherine 
Marshall LeSourd collection? 

Donated by Marshall’s husband, Leonard LeSourd, the 
collection includes all of her professional correspondence, 
primarily with publishers, from 1949 until her death in 
1983. Also included in the collection are letters from 
readers dating from the 1950s until 1983—during which 
time Marshall graciously responded to almost all of the 
letters she received. The small collection of personal cor- 
respondence also includes letters between Catherine 
Marshall and Peter Marshall before their marriage. Other 
materials relating to Peter Marshall include a scrapbook 
and personal correspondence. One exciting discovery was 
the manuscript and related research materials of an unfin- 
ished novel Marshall worked on for over two years but 
never published. 


MAIN EVENTs: Does the collection contain Agnes Scott- 
era memorabilia? 

Papers relating to Marshall’s time at Agnes Scott include 
her daily journals, a scrapbook and a small collection of 
her college papers and class notes. 


MAIN EVENTS: How significant is the collection from 
both a literary and historic standpoint? 

The primary significance of the collection from a literary 
standpoint is that one can trace her development as a

writer over the years as well as see the many revisions of 
individual works and related editorial correspondence. 
The ASC-collection of materials relating to Peter 
Marshall are significant as most of his papers were 
donated to the Library of Congress by Catherine 
Marshall in 1965. 


MAIN Events: What is involved in the processing of 
the collection? 

The processing of the collection has been an ongoing 
project since the summer of 1996. Hillary Ferris worked 
on the collection full time last summer and has continued 
part time during the fall and winter. Processing includes 
the removal of rusty staples, decayed rubber bands and 
the reorganization of the correspondence into a coherent 
arrangement. Over 40 boxes of material have been inven- 
toried and reorganized into archival folders and boxes. 
The final step will be to describe the arrangement down 
to the folder level within the boxes. 


MAIN EvENTs: Who will have access to it? 

The collection will be available to researchers by 
appointment in the spring. A permanent exhibit is 
planned for the public on campus. 


MAIN EVENTS: How will the collection be archived? 
The records for the Marshall papers have already been 
added to a national bibliographic database through a 
Georgia automation project which cataloged materials of 
significance in Georgia archives. 


MaIN EveENTs: Will the collection be accessible online? 
Online accessibility will be a finding aid, the point of 
access for researchers, which will be added to Agnes 
Scott’s library home page on the Internet. The Web site 
is located at http://www.agnesscott.edu.

FORMER DEAN EXPLAINS HER CALL TO SERVICE 


The Rev. Julia Gary is a 1951 graduate of 
Randolph-Macon Woman's College in 
Lynchburg, Va., and former dean and profes- 
sor at Agnes Scott College. The following 
excerpt is from a speech she presented at 
Agnes Scott's Alumnae Leadership 
Conference in September 1996. 


oday, think of me not as a former 

dean, not as a chemistry professor 

at Agnes Scott; think of me rather 
as an alumna of a college much like 
Agnes Scott. I have been asked to talk 
with you about why, 45 years after my 
graduation, | am still an active volunteer 
for Randolph-Macon Woman’s College 
(RMWC). 

Every college needs a pool of appli- 
cants from which to draw its entering 
class, a pool from which to select those 
persons who can both gain from and con- 
tribute to the intellectual and community 
life of the college. Every admissions officer 
needs help from alumnae to identify and 
educate those candidates about the col- 
lege. There is no way to really measure 
the part that alumnae played in the coop- 
erative effort here at Agnes Scott to get 
an entering class which is larger, I believe, 
than any since the late 1960s, but I’ll 


wager that your part was significant. 

Every college needs money, yes, even 
Agnes Scott with its enviable endow- 
ment. A college cannot be the same in 
1996 that it was in 1966 or 1936. If it 
tries to stay the same, it is a failure, for 
the world is not the same. The college 
needs your generous support and your 
influence in urging others to follow you. 
You can assist in fundraising by being a 
class rep for the annual fund, by soliciting 
special gifts at reunion times and by 
participating in phonathons and other 
special projects. 

Yes, there are some special things that 
I can do for my college and they do not 
all involve money. The college needs 
alumnae to be class officers, to plan for 
reunions, to serve on alumnae boards and 
committees, to work with chapters in var- 
ious locations. Your college needs you! 

Gifts of self and money will vary in 
kind and magnitude as your lifestyle 
changes, your financial situation changes, 
perhaps even as your geographical loca- 
tion changes. I seem to have run full cycle 
in the nature of my own involvement 
with Randolph-Macon and perhaps how 
this all happened will serve to show you 
what I mean.

Those first years after college are poor 
and busy ones for most of us—graduate 
school, getting married, having a first 
baby, paying rent or mortgage.

homas Hogan, chair of Agnes Scott's 

Department of Psychology, died in 
December. Hogan achieved a number of 
‘firsts’ during his 31-year tenure at Agnes 
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Scott College. He 
obtained the first 
federal grant for the 
College and estab- 
lished the first psy- 
chology laboratory in 
the late 1960s. He 


also brought the first 


computers to the 
college in 1982 and 
obtained the first 
IBM grant for Agnes Scott.

eral arts colleges compare in 
attracting women to the eco- 
nomics major and to graduate 
study in economics. I shared 
the results of my research with 
the participants of the confer- 
ence. My research indicates 
that at small colleges without 
business majors, the average 
number of female economics 
majors or graduate students 
from women’s colleges is almost 
three times the number of those 
from coeducational liberal arts 
colleges. However, it is not 
clear why women’s colleges may 
attract more women to the field 
of economics. It may be that 
the content of the courses at 
women’s colleges differs from 
that at coed institutions or that 
the larger number of female role 
models at women’s colleges 
makes the field more attractive 
to women.

COLUMN 


. n my first morning in 

Bali, | nearly stepped 

on a small bouquet of 
flowers that colored the dusty 
floor of a souvenir shop. I 
picked them up, thinking they 
had dropped off a counter. To 
my embarrassment, the clerk 
put them back on the floor, 
indicating they were a holy 
offering. Fresh bouquets of 
flowers, palm leaf and 


foodstuffs were to be found 
everywhere on the Indonesian 
island during our Christmas 
visit—by the side of the road, 
on the hood of a Jeep, under a 
tree. The fundamental forces 
of nature, a living sense of 
ancestors, and the Hindu pan- 
theon are omnipresent in the 
everyday life of the Balinese. 

I am fortunate to have 
grown up in Asia and to have 
traveled extensively as an adult 
in both Europe and Asia. My 
visit to Bali gave me a new 
sense of religion and culture, 
especially the role of ritual in 
creating community. | returned 
with a sense of having been 
blessed, of having both mind 
and soul stretched to encom- 
pass a much wider range of 
human expression than is my 
wont. This visit to Bali made 
me want to revisit powerful 
streams of naturalism in my 
own Christian tradition— 
especially the writings of the 
psalmist. Today’s secular 
modernity, the rationalism of 
the European enlightenment, 
has muted the force. 

An international experience 
teaches us as much about our- 
selves as it does about others. 
To be honest, we did choose to 


go to Bali in part because of 
its beaches. But I approached 
Indonesia as a first-year student 
might, partly on vacation and 
with only limited prior 
information. And I came away 
changed, asking new questions, 
exploring old convictions. This 
is the heart of liberal learning. 
In Agnes Scott’s continued 
efforts to foster liberal learning 
by enhancing its global learning 
efforts, the College has estab- 
lished several new scholarships 
for study abroad. While the 
awards may be modest 
($1,000 travel grants and 
study-abroad scholarships from 
$3,400 to $5,000), they are an 
important addition to our 
Global Awareness and Global 
Connections group study pro- 
grams. We hope that with the 
arrival of the third millennium, 
most Agnes Scott students will 
have an opportunity to find 
“the heart of liberal learning” 
through study abroad.

pers landing on neighbors’ 
front stoops as accompani- 
ment, my husband and I share 
quiet conversations at the 
kitchen table. I ponder the 
immense and wonderful 
changes a tiny infant can 
wreak on two adults. And 
sometimes | just doze off 
holding this warm little baby 
in my arms. 

Three months ago I said 
good-bye to a copywriting 
career to become a full-time 
mother. Being an organized 
and project-oriented person, 
I made pages of lists, inter- 
viewed mothers and pediatri- 
cians, read books, toured the 
hospital attending childbirth 
classes and compiled a hefty 
“Baby Info” file. 

Weeks before Alexander 
was born, a month’s worth of 
newborn diapers were stacked 
by the changing table .. . 
scads of tiny clothes on tiny 
hangers hung in the closet .. . 
a miniature bathtub, baby 
lotion, shampoo and hooded 
towels stood in readiness . . . 
the car seat was installed and 
waiting for an infant passen- 
ger... and mountains of 
casseroles filled the freezer. 
We were organized! We were 
ready! Or so we thought. 

In spite of months of 
preparation, lists made and 
efficiencies initiated, Alex 
refuses to conform to our 
plans and schedules. For 


someone so small, who com- 
municates only through 
cries, coos and smiles, and 
who can’t move more than 
two inches in half an hour, 
Alex Paris is a determined— 
and successful—instructor. 

He’s taught me to slow 
down. To forget my obses- 
sive list making and project 
planning. To stop running 
to the telephone every time 
it rings. 

Thanks to Alex, I now 
know that buckling him in 
his car seat and dragging 
him around to the dry clean- 
er, the grocery and the bank 
is less important than simply 
watching him sleep. That 
folding the laundry and 
unloading the dishwasher 
can wait. That there’s always 
time for lying on the floor 
and watching him wriggle 
around. And that there’s no 
program on TV as interest- 
ing and amazing as he is. 

To compare my days as a 
copywriter to my days as 
Alex’s mom is impossible.

call. In the battle of wills, 
he’s always the winner. And 
for now, at least, that’s ok.

LAWYER, COMMUNITY ACTIVISTS AND ENTREPRENEUR HONORED FOR THEIR GOOD WORKS 


Karen Gearreald ’66 


DISTINGUISHED CAREER: 
Karen Gearreald ’66 


| ‘ aren Gearreald once described her 
years at Agnes Scott as “unique 
and joyous.” The same words 
might also describe her and her 
noteworthy achievements. 

While at Agnes Scott, Gearreald was 
a member of Phi Beta Kappa, a Stukes 
Scholar and a member of the College 
Bowl team. After graduating, she went on 
to Harvard’s Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences, where she earned an M.A. in 
English literature in 1967 and a Ph.D. in 
English linguistics and literature in 1969. 
She received her juris doctorate from 
Duke Law School in 1976. 

Her interest in piano and voice 
(classical, sacred, popular and operatic 
repertoire) has led to years of private 
study. She is fluent in Spanish and has a 
reading knowledge of French, German, 
Italian and Latin. Since 1994, Gearreald 
has served as president of the Norfolk 
Alumnae Chapter of Sigma Alpha 
ota, an international women’s music 
fraternity into which she was originally 
initiated at Agnes Scott. 

In August 1996, Gearreald took early 
retirement from the civil service of the 
U.S. Navy after 20 years as a lawyer 
specializing in government contracts. 
During her years with the civil service, 
she received a host of awards, including 
the Navy Civilian Distinguished Service 
Award. She has also remained active 
in her church, serving as a Bible 
teacher, pianist, choir president and 
soprano soloist. 

These are remarkable achievements. 
Not many women can say that they are 
able to balance three separate career 
tracks—literature, music and law—with 
such expertise. However, Gearreald has 
managed to juggle these careers without 
the eyesight many of us take for granted. 

Since 1988, Gearreald has been an 
instructor for the Hadley School for the 
. Blind in Winnetka, Ill. Today she is a 
full-time teacher at Hadley, responsible 
for 10 courses (business law, music 
appreciation, speech, Braille reading, two 
Latin courses and four Bible courses). 

In 1996, Gearreald wrote, “One of my 
most vivid memories from 1962-66 is 
Dr. [Wallace] Alston’s constant emphasis 
on ‘gumption,’ which was his word for a 
mixture of perseverance, courage, 
wisdom, humor and faith.”

ary McConkey Reimer received 
Me= bachelor’s degree from 

Agnes Scott in 1946. While at 
Agnes Scott College, she was a member 
of the Pen and Brush Club and class 
editor of the Silhouette. After graduation, 
Reimer worked in the accounting 
department of Southern Bell in Atlanta 
for seven years. She met her husband, 
Jack, a Georgia Institute of Technology 
graduate, at the wedding of an Agnes 
Scott classmate, and they were married 
in 1953. 

Then began a phase of Reimer’s life 
that she describes as a “hodgepodge” of 
formula, diapers, shots, kindergarten, 
Boy and Girl Scouts, Little League and 
Young Life. She and Jack raised six 
children—four boys and two girls— 
in Avondale Estates. 

Despite all those child-centered 
activities, Reimer has been an active 
and enthusiastic community and church 
volunteer. She has been president of the 
Women of the Church as well as a 
deacon at Oakhurst Presbyterian in 
Decatur. In 1988, she was honored by 
the DeKalb Chapter of the YWCA 
and the DeKalb Network for Women 


‘ for her community work. She has been 


consistently active in the Agnes Scott 
Alumnae Association since her gradua- 
tion. Reimer has held several leadership 
positions for the Decatur alumnae chap- 
ter, including president and treasurer. 
She has been the fund chair for the 
Class of 1946 for many years and her 
tireless work on Agnes Scott’s behalf 
resulted in outstanding gifts from that 
class. For a number of years, she has 
been involved with Agnes Scott’s 
phonathon, a task that encompassed 
many hours of volunteer work. 

One of her classmates who nominat- 
ed Reimer for this year’s award wrote, 
“Mary is, in my judgment, one of the 
‘unsung heroines’ of the Alumnae 
Association. For years . . . she has 
given of herself without any thought 
of reward.”

annie B. Harris Jones, a native of 
Press Ga., followed in the footsteps 

of her mother and four aunts when 
she entered Agnes Scott College. WWliile 
there, she was a member of the executive 
committee of the Student Government 
Association and president of Mortar 
Board. After graduating with a degree in 
English and history, she taught school in 
Dalton, Ga., until she married Walter 
Jones, a Georgia Institute of Technology 
graduate, in 1940. Together, they reared 
two children: Dr. Walter M. Jones of 
Stone Mountain, Ga., who is now a 
Presbyterian minister and trustee at 
Agnes Scott, and Rosemary Jones Haines 
of Newark, Del. Jones’ husband retired as 
senior vice president and trust officer at 
the First National Bank of Dalton (now 
Wachovia); he died in 1982. 

Jones has truly been a devoted member 
of the community of Dalton, where she 
has, in the words of one of her nomina- 
tors, held “every leadership position in 
the city.” One of her most important con- 
tributions was to help begin the first vol- 
unteer program at the Hamilton Medical 
Center. For the next 17 years, she held 
the post of director of volunteers, devel- 
oping a small corps of 26 volunteers into 
a highly trained organization of more 
than 100 members who contributed 
14,000 volunteer hours annually to the 
hospital. In 1969, Jones was the first 
female member elected to the board of 
the Dalton-Whitfield County Hospital 
Authority; she served that organization 
in many capacities until retiring in 1982. 
She has been Dalton’s “Woman of the 
Year,” holds an honorary “Lifetime 
Associate” membership in the Whitfield 
Healthcare Foundation and in 1994 
received the Whitfield Healthcare 
Foundation’s Humanitarian Award. 

In addition, Jones has been an elder 
at First Presbyterian Church, as well as an 
active volunteer for Agnes Scott, Georgia 
Institute of Technology, Columbia 
Theological Seminary and Montreat 
Conference Center. In 1994, to honor 
the memory of her husband, she almost

single-handedly persuaded the Georgia 
Institute of Technology Foundation to 
set up a gift annuities program and then 
became its first donor. In 1996, Jones’ 
children established the Fannie B. 
Harris Jones Fund at Agnes Scott, 
which is to be used to assist young 
women who show an interest in 
community leadership and plan to 
attend ASC.

MARTINE WATSON BROWNLEY NAMED TO GOODRICH C. WHITE CHAIR 


ne of life’s greatest satisfactions is the 

pursuit of meaningful work. Martine 

Watson Brownley ’69 translated her fas- 
cination with 18th century and contemporary 
women’s literature into a longstanding career at 
Emory University. Brownley’s path is one of 
achievement; she has written and edited books 
and received numerous honors. She was 
recently named to the Goodrich C. White 
Chair in English literature 
for outstanding service to 
Emory College—the 
undergraduate component 
of the University. 

“Working at a research 
university has made me 
appreciate the great 
education I got at a small 
liberal arts college,” she 
says. The Agnes Scott 
alumna remembers 
“wonderful teachers” like 
Margaret Jane Pepperdene and Geraldine 
Meroney. Brownley describes Pepperdene 
as a pivotal teacher from the late 1950s to 
the 1980s. 

After receiving an English degree with high 
honor from Agnes Scott, Martine Brownley 
worked as a staff member for a legislator in 
Washington, D.C. One year later, she entered 
Harvard University on a fellowship. Graduating 
in 1975 with a Ph.D. in English, Brownley

returned to Atlanta and accepted a job at 
Emory. She is professor of English and an 
associated faculty member of the Institute 
for Women’s Studies and Comparative 
Literature Program. 

Academic life suits Professor Brownley. 

“I enjoy all aspects of my job—from teaching 
graduate and undergraduate classes to 
research.” Her appreciation for scholarly 
research is realized with several projects. She 
wrote two books on the Earl of Clarendon and 
is editing Tobias Smollet’s Complete History of 
England and Mothering the Mind, a collection of 
essays by contemporary women writers. 

For all her notable accomplishments, 
Brownley retains “a sense of humor and fun,” 
according to colleague Emilia Navarro, a pro- 
fessor of Spanish at Emory. Navarro says 
Brownley is an “original thinker, which is rare 
in academia,” adding, “She is one of the most 
incisive critics of women’s literature that 
I know.” 

Brownley is currently on sabbatical from her 
position as director of women’s studies. Her 
contributions as director from 1992 to 1996 
were significant. Emilia Navarro explains, 
“Tina Brownley became director at a crucial 
time. She had a vision for the program that 
gave it a real sense of direction.” A sense of 
direction has also characterized Brownley’s life, 
making it one of purpose and achievement.

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JULIAN KENIRY FOCUSES ON CAMPUS ECOLOGY 


s acting director of the National Wildlife 

Federation’s Campus Ecology Program in 
Washington, D.C., Julian “Lisa” Keniry ’89 
works toward an environmentally sound future 
one college at a time. Her fascination with the 
role higher education plays in environmental 
responsibility began at Agnes Scott. 

“Aeones Scott classes 
expanded my horizons. 
They empowered my 
critical thinking skills 
and encouraged me to ask 
questions. I’ve spent the 
years since graduation 
trying to answer those 
questions,” says Keniry, 
who majored in German 
and international relations, 
but was also inspired by ae 
her history, economics and Kertiry '89 
political science courses. 

While she was a student, her quest for 


knowledge led her to participate in the 
Meadowcreek Project, an alternative living pro- 
gram in Arkansas where students observe envi- 
ronmentally responsible practices such as solar 
power and composting. At Meadowcreek, 
Keniry found a mentor in Meadowcreek’s co- 
founder, David Orr, a former Agnes Scott 
instructor. “Dr. Orr got me thinking beyond 


recycling. He spoke of ‘urban ore’-—reusing 

solid waste products—and that made me wonder 
about the purchasing power of schools,” she 
remembers. 

Orr’s questions helped Keniry transform her 
curiosity into a career. Immediately after gradua- 
tion, she interned for one year at the National 
Wildlife Federation’s Atlanta office. She went 
on to become acting director of the Campus 
Ecology program in 1996. Her office develops 
educational materials, provides consulting and 
offers intensive training for campus staff and 
students. About 200 colleges enroll in the 
program yearly. “If colleges want to conserve 
resources, we help them support mass transit to 
decrease cars on campus and eliminate the need 
for more parking lots. Another service is provid- 
ing information to schools considering using 
recycled building materials,” Keniry explains. 

In 1995, Keniry wrote Ecodemia: Campus 
Environmental Stewardship at the Turn of the 
21st Century. The book was published by the 
National Wildlife Federation. She has taken her 
message of Earth stewardship to almost every 
state and overseas. Whether she’s helping 
students form action groups or working with 
physical plant managers to conserve water, 
her commitment to a safe environment has 
not wavered.

Actions of ASC Board 


gnes Scott College’s Board of Trustees in 

May adopted a resolution restating its 
commitment “to excellence in all dimensions 
of the mission of the College in order to pre- 
pare women for life and leadership in a global 
society.” This commitment is to: the educa- 
tion of women; a liberal arts education of the 
highest standards; outstanding teaching and 
distinguished scholarship; a community with a 
culture of honor, trust, diversity and civility; 
and a community which fosters faith and 
learning as well as religious and interfaith 
dialogue, hallmarks of the College’s 
Presbyterian heritage. 

The board approved a 1997-1998 budget of 
$24 million. The budget includes enhanced 
science and international programs and fund- 
ing for additional faculty for these programs 
and the humanities. The budget calls for a 
3.5 percent tuition increase, one of the 
smallest in five years. 

A new campus master plan that includes 
enhancement and expansion of academic 
facilities (including Campbell Science Hall, 
Bradley Observatory and McCain Library), 
construction of a new campus center, 
improvements to and new construction of 
residential space and increased parking 
facilities was approved in concept. 

The board elected Susan Coltrane 
Lowance '55 a new trustee. Lowance is 
director of the Sloan Fellows Program at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology (see 
related story on p. 3). The group recognized 
the service of board vice chair Anne Register 
Jones 46 and elected her trustee emerita. The 
board also conferred trustee emeritus status 
eR M. Lamar Oglesby for his service from 

1978 to 1994. To Nancy Thomas Hill ’56 
and Martha Wilson Kessler 69, the board 
expressed gratitude as their terms on the 
board conclude and inducted them into the 
Main Society of the College. 

Joseph R. Gladden Jr. was elected board 
chair, Frances Bailey Graves '63, vice chair, 
and Lea Ann Grimes Hudson ’76, secretary.

Research Telescope Returns 


to Campus Observatory 

As Scott is preparing for the return of 
its Beck telescope this fall. The telescope 

was moved to Georgia State University’s Hard 

Labor Creek research site in the late 1980s. 

The Beck telescope will complement 
Agnes Scott’s other research and teaching 
telescopes. The return of the 30-inch tele- 
scope begins a new era of collaboration 
between Agnes Scott and Georgia Tech 
Research Institute. A cooperative plan to use 
the telescope for experiments in atmospheric 
physics and atmospheric chemistry is being 
developed. Both students and faculty will 
participate in the partnership. 

Bradley Oh te the telescope’s home 
on campus, will be renovated and expanded 
to meet the current and projected needs of 
Agnes Scott students and researchers and to 
facilitate greater educational outreach to 
the community. 

Agnes Scott is one of the few colleges of its 
size with a free-standing observatory building. 
The Bradley Observatory, with a planetarium 
and telescope facilities, has been a site for 
both teaching and research since 1949.

Alice Walker Urges Environmental 
Reform During Keynote Address

President Mary 
Brown Bullock ’66 
introduced the noted 
author saying, “Her 
words are familiar to 
many of us and her 
stories detailing the 
lives of African 
American women have 
enlightened us and 
people throughout the 
world. Described as a 
womanist, Alice Walker 
has stood up and 
declared loudly that the 
lives portrayed in her stories are those of women worthy 
of note, women of all stations who are important in our 
overall context of American history and around 
the globe.” 

During commencement exercises, attended by more 
than 1,500 people, Walker not only spoke pointedly of 
needed environmental improvements, she also posed to

until various 
world issues are 
addressed, 
among them 
locating miss- 
ing plutonium

renewing respect for all livings beings on the planet. 

Noting the improbability of this type of moratorium, 
though, Walker urged the graduates to be mindful that as 
they begin their own families that the children of the 
world are also their responsibility. “You must learn to see 
them, to feel them as yours. Until you do, there is no way 
you can make your own child feel safe. And because 
when you do, you will join the rest of the world in 
cleaning up the rivers, clearing the air, saving the trees, 
and finding every ounce of the missing plutonium.” 

Walker also spoke of the profound affect witnessing a 
recent childbirth had on her. “Every aspect of it filled me 
with awe. Until the last moment I could not bring myself 
to believe a baby would be the result of what I was seeing 

- lt was a remarkably beautiful birth. And the mother, 
only 16 years old, had demonstrated an authority and 
courage that was pure warriorship.” Walker also relayed

her encounters with two other young children from vastly 
different socio-economic backgrounds, speculating on the 
fate of all three and challenging the Agnes Scott class to 

be concerned with each child. 

The author concluded her speech with a poem— 
composed especially for the occasion about three young 
children, Joy, Hope and Song, who were depicted in 
her address. 

With commencement behind them, many ASC gradu- 
ates hé aa > moved on to the next phase of post-graduation: 
the job hunt. ASC’s Office of Career Planning and 
Counseling surveyed the seniors and half of the respon- 
dents said they plan to work for a year or two before 
pursuing graduate school. Half of that group is already 
employed at such places as Teach for America, Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention, the law firm of King 
and Spalding, the Santa Fe Opera Company and the 
Peace Corps. 

Beginning this fall, 22 graduates will attend graduate 
schools across the country including Agnes Scott College, 
Duke Law School, Louisiana State Univ ersity, Morehouse 
School of Medicine, New York University and the 
University of Tennessee. Twenty-four graduates are 
planning to participate full-time in the Scott-Free Year 
Five program at Agnes Scott, and others will take Year 
Five classes to prepare for the M.A.T. program, another 
graduate school program and/or a job.

Professor Regine Reynolds-Cornell Retires 


THE RENAISSANCE SCHOLAR CHAIRED THE COLLEGE’S FRENCH DEPARTMENT 


égine Reynolds-Cornell, Adeline 

Arnold Loridans Professor of French, 

retired at the end of the 1996-1997 
academic year. Since her arrival at Agnes 
Scott in 1986, Reynolds-Cornell’s accom- 
plishments have included establishing a 
chapter of the French Honor Society 
(Pi Delta Phi) at the College; establishing 
ASC'’s sister relationship with the Catholic 
University of the West in Angers, France; 
promoting study abroad; increasing the 
number of majors and minors in French; 
demonstrating expert knowledge in compos- 
ing; scoring placement tests for the College 
Board; and continuing her research in both 
Renaissance studies and pedagogy. In 1992, 
Agnes Scott was host to a three-day 
international colloquium celebrating the 
500th anniversary of Marguerite de Navarre, 
coordinated by Reynolds-Cornell. 


The following is a reprint from The Official 
Newsletter of the Department of Modern 
Foreign Languages and Literatures. The 
interview with Reynolds-Cornell was 
conducted by a faculty member of the 
ASC French program. 


Q: Among your many accomplishments 
at Agnes Scott College of which are you 
most proud? 

I am proud of being recognized as a 
Renaissance scholar, but | am most proud 
of my ability to teach and of my positive 
relationship with students. My pedagogical 
training while I was in graduate school at 
the University of Texas at Austin has been 
invaluable to me. 


Q: What are your plans for the future? 

I am working on several research pro- 
jects, including a book about a Huguenot 
woman who fled France and went to reside 
in Holland. | am working on her journals 


and letters. I will also remain active 
in the International Association of 
Sixteenth-Century Studies, the 
Renaissance Society of America, the 
South Atlantic Modern Language 
Association and the International 
Association of Sixteenth-Century 
Studies at the University of Paris IV 
(Sorbonne). I will also continue as a 
consultant with the College Board 
in Princeton. 


Q: Can you address the current 
status of the study of French in the 
United States? 

I believe that there is much 
renewed interest in the study of 
French as well asa true need for 
speakers of French in the United 
States. For example, representatives 
from the Peace Corps have recently 
expressed the need for speakers of 
French, since they have an over- 
abundance of native Spanish speak- 
ers, but a shortage of Francophone 
volunteers. Other professions that 
currently have demonstrated a need 
for French speakers include the 
Civil Service and the Foreign 
Service. 


Q: Your colleagues and students 
have been very glad to have had a 
native speaker of French in the 
French program. Can you tell us a little 
bit about when you came to the United 
States and your personal history? 

I was born and raised in Paris. | came to 
the United States as an employee [in the 
1950s] of the United Nations (U.N.), work- 
ing for the Political Committee and 
Security Council of the U.N. When I was 
chosen to work for the U.N., I had wanted 
to go to Rome, but I was placed in New

York. I spent two and a half years in New 
York, and then went to Somalia with the 
U.N. for two more years. After that, | went 
to Texas, where | received my B.A., M.A., 
and Ph.D. degrees.

By the Renewal of Your Mind 


PRESIDENT OF COLUMBIA THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY ADDRESSED GRA DUATING CLASS 


The following is an excerpt from 
the Rev. Douglas Oldenburg’s 


Baccalaureate sermon. 


n many ways, today is [as 

Charles Dickens would 

have described] “the best of 

times . . . an age of wisdom. 

. a season of light. . . a spring 

of hope. . . and we have every- 
thing before us.” Indeed, there 
is much in the world today to 
encourage us. 

The threat of nuclear holo- 
caust has been greatly reduced 
with the breakup of the Soviet 
Union. In the past several 
years, we have literally watched 
the ancient prayer come true: 
swords being turned into plow- 
shares. We have watched what 
many thought impossible—a 
relatively peaceful transition of 
power in South Africa in its 
painful struggle for justice. Our 
own national economy has 
enjoyed a long expansion with 
unemployment low and the 
stock market going out of sight. 
And the list goes on. 

Beside all that, it’s a “spring 
of hope” on the Agnes Scott 
campus today. It marks the end 
of years of hard work. . . and 
your future Is brimming with 
exciting possibilities. It’s so very 
tempting to stop there. 

But if your education at 
Agnes Scott has meant any- 
thing to you, it means that you 
must h ive the courage to look 


at the whole truth about the 
world today, including its dark 
underside. For those of us 

who worship a living, loving, 
sovereign God revealed in the 
Biblical faith, we are compelled 
to face the darkness. 

Where is the suffering, where 
the darkness? It’s the 950 mil- 
lion people who are chronically 
malnourished, the growing 
“underclass” stuck in their 
poverty and living daily amid 
drugs, violence and despair. It’s 
racial prejudice and injustice 
and it’s mountains of non- 
biodegradable garbage and 
toxic waste dumps. 

Can an enlightened person 
today look with open eyes and 
mind at the anguish of the poor 
and the anguish of mother earth 
without concluding that some- 
thing is fundamentally wrong? 
The greatest need is a change 
within us, in heart and mind 
which was clearly articulated 
long ago in Holy Writ. Let me 
just mention three strands in its 
fabric, all of which go against 
the grain of our culture, but 
which have the power to 
transform it. 

First, it’s the inner percep- 
tion and conviction that enough 
is best. We have long assumed 
in this country that “more is 
always better.” | believe what is 
needed is to renew that essen- 
tially religious conviction that 


the truly abundant life does not

consist in the abundances 
of things. 

The second strand is a 
renewed vision of community 
and a deeper sense of caring. It is 
tempting for all of us just to 
“look out for number One.” 
But I am convinced that God 
made us for life in community, 
to care for one another. We 
must keep striving to find 
better ways to heal the hurts 
and achieve higher levels of 
justice for all. 

Finally, | find in this new 
inner mind-set that strong 
notion that we are stewards of 


creation. We are beginning to 
understand our own creation in 
the “image of God” not in terms 
of superiority over nature, but 
in terms of our “mirroring” or 
“imaging” God's love and care 
for all creation, human and 
non-human. 
| believe the seeds for those 

changes are there, and if you 
will keep nourishing them, with 
God's help, those seeds will 
eventually blossom and bear 
fruit for an even more 
beautiful future.
